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Mr. ALVIN J^/ClSKA advised he is the City Attorney 
City’ of New Orleans. Ke advised that any action taken, 
against any group of citizens enjoining them in any manner 
would have to clear through his office. He advised that he 
himself has no authority to enjoin anyone, that the action 
would have to be initiated through the City Council, who in 
turn would either authorize or refuse such restraining action. 

He advised that he could recall no instance whatsoever oi his 
office having become involved with any various Cub , 

groups active in New Orleans. He stated he had no recollec 
or knowledge of the Cuban Students Directorate and L 
beyond any doubt he would recall any contact with HARVEY 
OSWALD. He advised that in the normal course of events these 
groups would become Involved with the police department an- 
handled in court there. Municipal or otherwise , and his Oxiice 
would not be' Involved, as was the case of OS/JALD .but he is 
certain OSWALD did not seek any injunctive procedure through his 

office. - 
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
